REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of the Sehool Distriet of 
Surry : 


I herewith submit my annual report as Superintendent of 
your school. 


The enrollment has increased six and one-ha'f{ per ceut in 
comparison With figures given for the same date last year. The 
school census taken in September does not indicate an ime. ease 
in the enrollment of the next five years to a degree that can- 
not be handled by the school’s present capacity. However. 
families may move into Surry, end that would change the pres- 
ent situation. 


The program of introducing new basic reading texts for one 
erade each year is being continued. This will provide a con- 
tinuity in the basic reading program. Natural science books 
have not been available for the upper grades nor have modern 
social science books. If sufficient funds are avaliable, these 
necessary textbooks will be bought for next year. 


The handwriting program has been changed. Manuseript 
writing is now taught in grades one and two, and the teaching 
of cursive writing is begun during the second semester of the 
third grade. 


The testing program was formerly centered at the sixth- 
gerade level. Now it is planned to give achievement tests at all 
gerade levels and to give ability tests at three different points 
in the pupil’s progress through the grades. The results of 
such a testing program should be of considerable assistance in 
determining how well we are succeeding in our edueational 
program. 


Operational costs continue to rise in most areas, and the in- 
creased expenses of the educational program are directly re- 
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lated to this current trend. It is hoped that citizens and par- 
ents recognize that it is impossible now to offer a sound eduea- 
tional program at the same price as was formerly possible. It 
is my conviction that no citizens want the children of their 
community. to receive fewer educational advantages than do 
children of similar communities with equal financial ability to 
support an edueational program. 


Mr. Leon Lakin, who replaced Mr. Robert DeLaneey as 
teacher of the upper four grades, is a graduate of Keene 
Teachers’ College.
